The Smoker's Responsibility 

The cigarette you just reached for is more than 
n little paper tube filled with tobacco. It is a potns- 
Isum chlorate torch that will burn at a high heat un- 
til it is consumed to ashes. The chemical is mixed 
with the tobacco in order to malte it burn steadily. 

The significance of this should be clear to anyone. 
Tlie apparently harmless cigarette is one of the great- 
est menaces to life and* property when carelessly 
handled. Last year, careless smokers were responsible 
for 130,000 fires— many of which caused death, injury 
luid high property damage. Will the total be greater 
this year? 

The rules for safe handling of cigarettes, and 
all other tobacco products, are simple enough. Al- 
ways put them out in an ash tray or some other safe 
container when you're done with them. Never throw 
a burning butt from a car— this particular type of 
carelessness has caused some of the worst forest fires 
the country has" kndWn. That's one reason the car 
makers put an ash recciverf in cars. And, above all, 
don't smoke in. bed. A cigarette will set bedding afire 
far more quickly than most of us realize — as many 
a smoker has learned to his sorrow. And smoking Jn 
bed has sent a legion of smokers into the hereafter 
prematurely. 

So, if you smoke, accept the responsibility 
that goes with it — the responsibility to use tobacco 
safely, in accordance with the- rules.

Government Doesn't Create 

According- to-Governor Dewey, "if it had been 
'up to Washington to develop . . . our electrical in- 
dustry, you can, be pretty sure we'd still be using 
kerosene lamps." 

You don't have to be a Republican or a Demo- 
crat to realfze t.hc truth of that. All of the hoop-de- 
doo that has surrounded the government's multi- 
billion doUar ventures into socialized power has ob- 
scured the fact that government hasn't created a 
single, solitary thing. The private utilities of this 
country pioneered electrical development when skep- 



tics thought the electric light was only an amusing 
novelty. They pioneered central station power, often 
at a great financial risk. They perfected long distance 
transmission and farm electrification before the REA 
and similar Federal agencies existed even In imagi- 
nation. They harnessed water power and put It to 
work for the good of the country decades before the 
government plants were built. 

Socialized electric plants and dams are actually 
examples of the ingenuity of private enterprise. Tlie 
generators, and oil the rest- of the intricate equipment 
they use are made by free American industry. They 
were invented by private citizens, not by bureaucrats 
working for some government agency. Government 
can imitate — but It seldom creates. 

Cheap and abundant electric power caused on 
industrial and agricultural revolution in this country. 
It has an intimate and direct bearing on our living 
and working standards, our employment, our wage 
envelopes. And it was developed every step of the 
way by private enterprise. Today, as in the past, pri- 
vat enterprise is going ahead with the job of supply- 
ing us with over 80 percent of all the' electricity we 
use. And the alleged achievements of tax subsidized 
socialism pale to insignificance beside it.

The Forgotten Men and Women 

William T. Fnricy, president of the Association 
of American Railroads, recently said that "the in- 
herent economy in transportation by rail will be- 
come of increasing importance to the nation as It 
moves forward to its groat destiny," 

He then buttressed this with some revealing 
figures concerning railroad performance. The lines 
actually move, on the average, one ton one mile with 
about two ounces of coal or two tablespoons of fuel 
oil when the work is done with steam locomotives, or 
with only a tcospoonful of diescl fuel when loco- 
motives ore used. "No other form of land or air 
transportation," he added, "even approaches such an 
output of service per pound of coal or per gallon of 
oU." 

The high efficiency of American railroads has 
been largely the result of the tremendous investment 
made in them. Since the first war, the Invstment for 
each railroad worker has gone up from an average 
of about $12,000 to $20,000. And in that same period, 
the average annual earnings of railroad employes 
have virtually doubled, while the hourly rates of pay 
have risen even more. 

The only men and women connected with the 
railroads who have not shown gains are the hundreds 
of thousands of citizens, including railroad workers, 
who have poured their savings into railroad proper- 
tics. Last year, the rate of return on the net invest- 
n-ient was less than 3>^ per cent — and out of that the 
railroads had to meet their fixed, charges as well as 
provide for essential improvements. It is the old 
story of wage, material and other costs going up 
faster and farther than railroad rates. And it is the 
reason why railroad rates must be periodically ad- 
justed so that the industry will be financially able 
to make its fullest contribution to the national well- 
being.

Gas Leakage 

Any leakage of ess, no matter how 
small, may be dangerous. Although 
the quantity of Ras escaping may ap- 
pear, to be Insufficient to. cause as- 
phyxiation or explosion, it ts never 
possible to be sure of this without a 
chemical analysis of the mixture. 
Hence, a person should never regard 
an air-gas mixture aa safe, and, when 
even a slight escape of gas, Is noted, 
shut off any equipment using the gas 
and Immediately nrbvlde as much 
ventilation as possible. 



Spraying. Calls for Caution 

Spraying and dusting materials 
should be stored In closed metal con- 
tainers away from Idtchen food 
stocks. A respirator should be used 
when spraying or dusting If material 
blows back in the operator's face. 
Fumes can sometimes be .dangerous 
and the body should be kept wdl 
covered — do not sjpray with arms or 
legs bare. Empty bags should be 
burned, taking care to avoid expo- 
sure to fumes.

through contact with dogs or cats. 

Rlng\vorm Is caused by a, fungus 
— a sort of cousin to the fungus of 
"athlcte'a foot*' Another variety of 
ringworm that Infects cattle, espec- 
ially calves, also readily oifccta tho 
skin of humans. 

In dogs and cattle, ringworm in- 
fection Is usually recognized by tha 
veterinarian's trained eye. But in 
cats tho external signs of the disease 
may bo hard to detect, especially in 
Ugbtly-adoQted animals. 

Any symptoms of ringworm In 
children should bo called to tho at- 
tention of a physician, and any an- 
imals with which such children have 
had contact should bo examined by 
a veterinarian. 

Fortunately, most of tho varieties 
of Ilea andt mitcs alTccting livestock 
and birds do not Uko tho tnsto of 
humans and therefore do not mako 
a permanent homo of tho human, 
skin. In tho livestock Industry, how- 
ever, these parasites take a tremen- 
dous toll by damaging tho health 
and checking the growth of moat 
animals, and tho farmer who Ignores 
them when they develop In hb hcrdi 
Is dissipating a great deal of potcn-| 
tlal profit. I

Prevention of Paint Blister 

Blistering and peeling' of paint on 
hollow porch columns can bo prevent- 
ed by boring a hole or two In the top 
and bottom of tho column to let the 
air circulate through the interior of 
the column, says "American Painter 
ond Decorator" which explains: "Blis- 
tering Is caused by moisture which 
works Its way up Into the Inside of 
the column. Since thorc Is no cosy 
outlet for that moisture, It works Its 
woy out through tho wood, under the 
paint, and forms n blister which later 
breaks and peels off." It Is sURgestcd 
that the holes which are bored (n the 
column be covered with v.'lre screen 
to prevent Insects from getting Into 
and breeding Inside the column 



Fainting Iron Fence 
• Galvanized Iron fence, bcfure paint- 
ing, should bo gone over thoroughly 
with a commercial prc-treatmcnt 
compound especially prepared for gol- 
vanlzcd Iron. If this preparation Is not 
available, vincgor moy bo used. Then 
the fence ahould be thoroughly rinsed, 
"vllh water and allowed to dry thor- 
oughly, A special primer for galvan- 
ized Iron then should bo used. Fliinlly 
tho fence con bo painted with a fin- 
ishing coat of alumlmun paint or a 
house paint. 



ProAcrvatlon of Wood 
Wood that touches moist earth or 
wood that becomes wet and cannot 
dry out quickly sooner or later will 
rot away. Outstanding wood preser- 
vatives to consider for use around the 
home, farm or small boat include me- 
tallic naphthcnatcB, chlorinated phe- 
nols and organic mercurials for spc- 
claT purposes.

In, which seems to be a specific for 
whooping cough, tj-phold fever and 
other diseases not touched by peni- 
cillin. It is produced by bacteria dis- 
covered In the soil of Surrey and 
Yorkshire. England. This organism 
has been Imported into tho United 
States and probably will become 
available to physicians throughout 
the country.
